.Mitchell and also the attorneys 
testified to this, and the only evi 
donee against him (Mr. Mitchell) 
as by a person who said he could 
litul no record on the books of the 

Fulton Bank, show ing that the note 
had been discounted to the New 
Fanners' Hank, and with this evi- 
dence the jury brought in the ver- 
dict. 

With this statement, which we 
ive from H. Clay McKee, we fail

grounds of prejudice. A telegram 
from Fulton to the Louisville 
Times, of Saturday saying that 
Mr. R. A. Mitchell had testified 
tcklessly and that the Judge had 
warned him to be careful, is only 
mple of the stuff that is going 
out.

Nonmapietlted Watches. 

is very seldom that a watch will 
be affected when worn in. an electric j 
car, because the electrical current 
does not come in close proximity to 
the wearer, or both might feel ita ef- 
fects. Nonmagnetized watches only 
could be affected. These watches, 
which are largely in the majority, 
are supplied with works of fine steel, j 
and an electric current, when brought i 
to bear on it, finds its center of at- 1 
traction in the roller and lever or 
pole of the watch. The roller is the 
small steel disk which fits directly 
under the balance wheel. On that 
disk are two tiny posts which fit in 
the ends of the pole of the watch. 
The pole is the flat piece of steel 
which moves backward and forward 
with the reversible motion of the 
balance wheel. The pole attracts the 
electric current. A magnet or load 
atone held over it will give a good 
illustration. Watches are manufac- 
tured which are proof against such 
currents. They are magnetized. 
That is done by substituting a com 
position pole and roller.— Brooklyn
